POSSESSION QFJ3EER SKINS 


A Court Decision Rendering the 


Law Inoperative. 


SAS FIIANCISCO, September 25.—The 
upremo court hue just rendered a de- 
cision that inakcs the new game law, 
providing for the punishment of persons 
having deer skins in their possession 
out of season, inoperative. A test of 
the law has just been made ma Hnin- 
boldt county case. 1'. Ashbnl, llavid 
MacJev andyi.ancaster Loltin were ar. 
rested for having deer skins in their 
possession out of season. They were 
found guilty of breaking the game law 
and sentenced to pay a fine ol »100 or 
go to jail lor fifty days. They appealed 
to the supreme court for a writ of habeas 
"rpuson the ground that they were 
illegally hold. The supreme court calls 
attention to the inconsistency of a law 
which provides that it is un awful to 
sell deer skins at any time and also un- 
lawful to have possession of them after 
October 15th, and asks what .is to be 
done with the skins when the season 
closes and inquires how the destruction 
of all deer skins will aid in tbe preserva- 
tion of deer. Saya the court: "We see 
nothing in tbo law, either in language 
or purpose, which would sustain the 
construction contended by the prosecu- 
tion. No offense known to law being 
charged tbe prisoners should be dis-

He was held lo answer at 
his preliminary examination and is now 
out on bail. Were it not for the new 
law requiring that capital punishment 
should be inflicted at San Quentin, Mr. 
Knox would, if elected and afterwards 
convicted of murder and sentenced to 
death, have the supreme eatififaction of 
officiating at Ma own execution. The 
novelty of & man's being hie own jailer 
and executioner would be worth wit- 
nessing.

If you have no higher 
motive in your work let me ask of you, 
in behalf of the boys and girls, that you 
resign at once,and find some other posi- 
tion in which to make your biead and 
butter. If teaching is to you a matter 
of cold metallic necessity, tho only ones 
to be pitied more than you aro your 
Bcholurs. If you have no higher motive 
for teaching, no matter what scholastic 
qualifications you may possess, the char- 
acter you will impart and mold will be 
of a low grade, and you cannot for any 
money consideration afford to dwarf 
their lives. 


Why do you teach? Is it because you 


found the profession eminently respect- 
able, and that as a teacher you could 
move in the best society? If so, resign 
at once!

The stems and refuse were 
collected in the rear and periodically 
carted away to bo used as fuel in the 
furnace. 


The sweat boxes containing the rais- 


ins w«re removed to tbe sweat room, 
where they are exposed for a certain 
period, say twelve hours, to steam heat, 
which causes tbe fruit to cling tightly to 
the stems. 


The raisins after being taken out of 


the sweat room are passed to the female 
employes who pack them into little 
drawers with a moveable bottom, called 
"forms," each 
drawer holding five 


pounds, and four Oiling a 20-pound box. 
As each is filled, it is checked and placed 
to the credit of the operative, so that 
all mistakes and disputes are avoided. 
About sixty of the cirls were at work in 
.his particular packing house yesterday, 
jut the number may rise to 200 or more 
n the busy part of the newm, which 
;ommence8 next week. About 100 men 
ire likewise employed. The women's 
vork is quite light and pleasant, the 
[iiarters are airy and there 13 plenty of 
:lbow room. The working hours are 
.en hours a clay, with an hour for lunch.
